THOSE GERMS AGAIN. 


The busy chaps of the United States Public Health 
service 


" come forward with the announcement that the common wash rag 


is eveg a -greater menace to public health than the common towel 
when it eonjes to distributing disease germs. It is in private bath 
rooms that the conimon wash rag flourishes most according to the 
govrnment sharps. Imperfectly washed out after use, frequently 
notlwruug out at all, it is often hung over a rack or a radiator near 
an open window, there to collect dust and dirt. Frequently the 
eame wash rag is used by the entire family, thus affording an easy 
means of transference of mouth secretions from person to per- 
son. Ifi many households each individual has his own wash cloth 
and bis individual towel, but these hang so close to one, another 
that there .is already interchange of bacteria. Each 
individual 


'should have his own wash cloth. It should be thoroughly washed 
out with clean hot water after use. It should be then wrung as 
nearly dry as possible, and if possible hung in the sun to dry. 
It. 


should not.come in contact with other wash cloths. In the inves- 
tigations the p. S. Public Health Service is conducting in regard 
to th<) prevalence of trachoma it has been 
found that 
common 


towels probably acted as a.medium of distribution of tha germ of 
disease. 


PANAMA~SHIPS AND CARGOES 


A year o£ the Panama Canal has now passed into history. 


The canal was opened to commerce on August 15, 1914, when the 
stalwart Ancon, a Panama JJailroad liner, that as a transport from 
New York had borne a notable part in the construction of the wa- 
terway, went through from Cristobal to Balboa. There followed 
the nejt day the great Arizonan of the American-Hawaiian Steam- 
chip Company, and the first foreign craft on a foreign voyage came 
on August 22, the Daldorch, of Glasgow, with wheat from Fuget 
Sound, for Ireland, Sudden war bad broken out; ships of belli- 
gerent flags were flying for shelter, and the best of them were be- 
ing commandeered by their governments. 


Twelve of the fourteen vessels that traversed the canal dur- 


ing the first week were Americans. In the Review of Reviews for 
May, 1913, beginning an article on "American Ships at Panama," 
the present writer had asked: "Is the American fla» to be a stran- 
ger in the Panama Canal when it is completed 1 
Will all mari- 


time nations be prepared and ready then to make use of the canal 
except the nation whose money and energy havo built it!" The 
year Since August, 1914, has brought its clear and gratifying 
an- 


swer. The StEi'3 and Stripes have led all other national 
colors; 


the merchant fleet that has mode best use of the new waterway is 
the,fleet of the United States. 


All told, the net canal tonnage, on which tolls are based, of 


vessels traversing the Panama C.anal for the twelve months end- 
ing July 31, 1915, was 4,404,364; of which by far the greatest sin- 


1 gle element was the wholly American coast-to-coast tonnage of 
1,416,294. In addition to this coast fleet, other 
American 
cargo 


vessels made a certain number o£ foreign voyages, particularly in 
the trade to and from the west coast oj South America, where they 
.were employed because of war-effects upon European tonnage. 
Throughout the Government fiscal year ending June 30, 1915, the 
tolls paid at Panama by the ships of all nationalities in all 
trades 


amounted to $4,343,383, while the actual cost of operation for the 
same period was $4,112,550. Thus, superficially, the canal was 
self-sustaining, but it must be remembered that in this statement 
no allowance is made for interest on the capital invested, depreci- 
ation, eac. For the time being, and until normal conditions are 
established, the canal must be regarded as a great, 
permanent 


public work, the value of which cannot be measured by the com- 
mercial standard of dividends. 


Ships from Australia, the nearer edge of the Far East, and 


the west coast of South America for Europe and 
the 
Atlantic 


Const of the United States, and ships outward bound from Europe 
and the Atlantic Coast on the reverse routes have constituted the 
chief foreign tonnage passing through the canal. These have been 
"tramp" vessels or the pioneers of small freight lines as a rule; 
few passenger and mail liners were among them. 


Crude materials and foodstuffs have made up a large part of 


the cargoes eastbound and westbound—sugar, rnal, copper, flour, 
iron-ore, lumber, oil, nitrates, wines, and grain. But manufactures 
of iron and steel, machinery and railroad materials conspicuously 


in the American coastwise trade, an dont. of 36,614 tons from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic 33,576 tons were in the coastwise trade, 
whose ships made up more than one-third of the entire traffic of 
the new waterway.—From "The First Year nt Panama." by Win- 
fhrop L. Marvin, in the American Review of Reviews for Seplcm- 
ber.

The new road law known as the "Cass Bill" will take effect 


Monday, September 6, 1915, and in it will be found many new 
and helpful provisions. 


The county surveyor shall he county highway superintendent 


and shall give his entire time and attention to the duties of his 
oifice. 


The county highway superintendent 
shall 
have 
general 


charge, subject to the rules and regulations of the state highway 
department, of the construction, improvement, maintenance and 
repair of all bridges and highways 
within 
his county, whether 


ajiown as township, county or state highways. 


The county highway superintendent shall, on or before April 


1st of each year make an aimual estimate for the township trustees 
of each township, for the improvement, maintenance and repair of 
roads, bridges, and culverts, or for the construction of new roads. 


The county highway superintendent shall, iu writing, request 


the attendance of each township superintendent at one dragging 
demonstration, at least each year, and shall enforce the provisions 
of the dragging law. 


The county highway superintendent shall keep the highways 


)f the county at all times in good and suitable condition for pub- 
lie travel. 


All crowning and shaping of earth roads, except such as is 


done with road drags, shall be done prior to the fifteenth day of 
3Jay of each year, unless the county highway superintendent, by 
in order in writing, filed with the township trustees, shall extend 
he time. 


The county highway superintendent shall, enforce the law and 


cause township highway superintendents, in their respective dis- 
;ricts to cut all brush, briars, burrs, vines, Russian or Canadian or 
]ommon thistle or other noxious weeds growing upon tlie public 
liglnvays between the first aud twentieth days of Jmiti and the 
irst and twentieth days of August of eacli year. 


The county highway superintendent shall annually on the first 


day of November make or cause to be made a written inventory 
)f all such machinery, tools and equipment indicating each 
ar- 


:iclo and stating- the value thereof and the estimated cost of all 
necessary repairs thereto and deliver the same to the county com- 
missioners. 


The county .highway superintendent may lease or hire 
ma- 


ihinory, tools aud equipment for .highway, culvert or bridge

The new road law known as the "Cass Bill" will take effect 


Monday, September 6, 1915, and in it will be found many new 
and helpful provisions. 


The county surveyor shall be comity, highway superintendent 


and shall give' his entire time and attention to the duties of his 


The county highway superintendent 
shall 
have 
general 


charirc. subject to the rules and regulations of..the state highway 
department] of the construction, improvement, maintenance 
and 


repair of all bridges and highways 
within his 
county, 
whether 


known as township, county or stale highways. 


The comity highway superintendent shall, on or before April 


1st .of each year make an annual estimate for the township trustees 
of each township, for the improvement, maintenance and repair of 
oads, bridges, and culverts, or for the construction of new roads. 


The county highway superintendent shall, in writing, request 


tin: attendance of each township •superintendent, at one dragging 
demonstration, at least each year, and "shall enforce the provisions 


of the dragging law. 


The county highway superintendent shall keep the highways 


of the county at all times in good and suitable condition for pub- 


lic travel. 


All crowning and shaping of earth roads, except such as is 


done with road drags, shall be done prior to the. fifteenth day of 
May of each year, unless the county highway superintendent, by 
an'order in writing, tiled with the township trustees, shall extend 


the time.

tricts to cut all brush, briars, burrs, vines, Russian or Canadian or 
coiiiiiion thistle or other noxious weeds growing upon the public 
highways between the lirst and twentieth days of June and the 
lirst and twentieth days of August of each year. 


The county highway superintendent.shall annually on the lirst 


day of November make or cause to be. made a written inventory 
nf all such machinery, tools and equipment indicating each 
ar- 


ticle and stating the value thereof and the estimated cost of all 
nccessar/ repairs thereto and deliver the same to the county com- 
missioners. 


The county highway superintendent may lease or hire 
ma- 


chinery, tools and equipment for highway, culvert, or bridge re- 
pair, at a price to he approved by the county commissioners 
or
